ROYAL BOROUGHS. 

At the Burgh of IRVINE, the Tenth day of A- 

pril, Seventeen Hundred and Eighty-Seven Years, 

N prefence of me, Notary Public, and Witnefles fub{erib- 

ing, Compeared Robert fod, merchant in Irvine, Secre- 

tary of the Committee of Burgefles of the faid burgh, and 
Robert Smith, prefent Convener of the Six Incorporated 
‘Trades thereof, Commiflioners appoimted by the faid Com. 
mittee, for themfelves, and in name and behalf of all the 
other Burgeffes and Heritors, friendly to the Reform of the 
Internal Governnient of the Royal Boroughs in Scotland ; 
and patled with us to the perfonal preience of Alexander 
M‘Millan, firft Bailie and chief Magiftrate on the {pot, pre- 
fiding in Council, with Hugh Watt, prefent Dean of Guild, 
John Watt, William Garven, David Muir, Jotre Boyd, 
Andrew Cunninghame, James Shaw, and William Stewart, 
being a quorum of the Connfellors fitting in Council within 
the Council-houfe; and reprefented to them, That notwith- 
ftanding of the circular letter from the Lord Provoft of Edin- 
burgh, as Prefes of the Convention of Royal Boroughs, de- 
firing them to inftruét their Reprefentative and other Mem- 
bers in Parliament, to give an unqualified oppofition to Re- 
form, they were thoroughly convinced that fuch oppofition 
is adverle to the general fenfe of the Burgefles and Heritors 
in this, and the molt part. of the Royal Boroughs, and to.e- 
very principle of civil liberty, and idea of publi¢. utility :— 
And, therefore, folemnly protefted, that whatever in{trac- 
tions they the Magiftrates and Counfellors had taken, or may 
take upon them to convey, and whatever they had wrote, or 
may write to the Member of Parliament, hall not bé un- 
derftood to import or convey to them, that fuch oppofition 
is approved or authorifed by the community at large: And 
further, the faid Robert Tod and Robert Smith for them- 
felves, and in name and behalf of all the other Burgefles and 
Heritors aforefaid, begged leave folemnly to require the faid 
Alexander M‘Millan.and the other Counfellors above named, 
to fay, whether they had authority from any of the Burgef- 
fes out. of Council to oppofe Reform, and what the names 
and numbers of fuch Burgeflés were; to which, neither the 
faid Alexander M Millan, nor any of the other Counfellors, 
made any anfwer: And therefore, the faid Robert ‘lod and 
Robert Smith folemnly protefted, That, from their filence, 
negleét, or refufal, it will appear a plain confeflion that fuch 
oppofition is not fupported by the community at large, or 
the general voice of the burgeffes and Heritors, but is chiefly 
or almoft entirely confined to a finall majority of the mem- 
bers of the Town Council themfelves, and their immediate 
conneétions and dependents; for, in faét, no fewer than One 
Hundred and Eighty-four of the Burgefles and Heritors had 
fubferibed the petition to Parliament for Reform, and Six of 
them were prefent members of Council, which cenfilted only 
of Seventeen perfons: Whereupon, and on all and fundry 
the premifes, the faid Robert Tod and Robert Snvith for 
themfelves, and in name and behalf forefaid, afked and re- 
quired inftruments under the hand of me the faid Notary 
Public fubferibing.

T a Meeting of the Magiltrates and Town Counfellors 
A of the BOROUGH of ABERBROTHOCK, held 
within the Town-half, upon the 7th day of April 1787 ; ap- 
peared James Lawfon,- Dean of Guild, Prefes, and James 
Johafton, Secretary to the Committee of Heritors, Mer- 
ehants,- Incorporations, and Burgefles of the-faid Borough, 
who had made application to Parliament for a Reform of the 
Internal Government of the Royal Boroughs of Scotland; a 
meafure which the Magiftrates and Town Counfellors well 
knew was agreeable 'to the wifhes and inclinations of aimott 
every perfon in the Borough, themfelves only excepted; and 
then the faid Prefes and Secretary reprefented, that they 
were informed, that the faid Magiftrates and Town Coun- 
fellors tad, without the concurrence of any other inhabitant 
of the town, inftruéted the member of Parliament for the 
Borough to oppofe the faid Reform in Parliament : There- 
fore, they under form of Protell, required the fuid Magi- 
{trates and Town Counfellors to declare, as they thould after- 
wards verify the fame on oath, if ‘there were any of the In- 
habitants of the Borough out of council, who had concurred 
with them in applying to their member of Parliament to 
oppofe the bufinefs of Reform, and what are the names and 
nuoshers, if any, of fuch inhabitants who have fo concurred, 
or authorifed the fame, to aét fo oppofite to the avowed fen- 
timents and inclinations of the generality, and moft refpect- 
ful part of their fellow-citizens;. and protefted thatthe Ma- 
giltrates and Counfellors (hould be anfwerable to their confti- 
tucnis for taking upon them a {tep, which they well knew 
was contrary to the inelinations of the inhabitantsof the 
Boroygh *: Whereupon they took initruments-in the hands 
of Joho Colvill, Town-clerk, MW. P. before Charles Molifon 
and William Henderfon, both merchants in the faid Borough,
